Congress Opens 
Week With Aim 
Of Ajournment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
entering a clean-u p , get-away week , 
hop ing to clear a heav y work calend ar 
and recess u ntil Jan. 21. 
One of the first item s on the Senate’s 
agend a is to confirm one of its own 
m em bers, Ohio Rep u blican William B. 
Sax be, as attorney general. 
Presid ent Nix on nominated Sax be 
for the Cabinet p ost after Elliot L. 
Richard son resigned rather than carry 
ou t an ord er to fire Archibald Cox as 
sp ecial W atergate p rosecu tor. 
The Senate also was starting off the 
week with action on a $5.8 billion 
foreign aid ap p rop riation bill p assed 
by the Hou se. 
The m easu re inclu d es $2.2 billion 
req u ested by Nix on to help Israel 
rep lace weap ons lost in its October 
war with Egy p t and Sy ria. 
The legislativ e gam u t for Congress 
in its ad jou rnm ent d riv e also ranges 
from d efense fu nd s to emergency fu el 
conserv ation and home ru le for the 
District of Colu mbia. 
And still in d isp u te between the two 
branches of Congress are d ifferent

P alestinian gu errillas bom bed an 
American p lane in Rome’s airp ort 
tod ay , k illing at least 21 p ersons, p olice 
said . The terrorists escap ed to Athens 
in a hijack ed German jet with an u n­ 
d eterm ined nu mber of hostages.

the 
hijack ed 
aircraft land ed at the main Athens 
airp ort and the gu errillas negotiated 
with Greek au thorities for release of 
two Palestinians held by the military - 
back ed Greek gov ernment. 
The hijack ers threatened to blow u p 
the Lu fthansa Boeing 737 with all the 
hostages if the two were not released , 
an airline sp ok esman rep orted . 
The sp ok esm an said the Arab 
gu errillas informed the control tower 
that 
one 
of 
those 
aboard 
was 
“seriou sly inju red and m ay d ie.’’ 
Police said all 11 p assengers in the 
first-class section of a load ing Pan 
American World Airway s jetliner were 
k illed when two of the terrorists ran u p 
two board ing ramp s and threw in­ 
cend iary bombs insid e. 


The two retu rned and joined their 
com p anions aboard a L u fthansa 
Boeing 737 with a German crew of fiv e. 
The p lane ap p eared head ed for 
Beiru t before it land ed in Athens and 
sou rces at the Beiru t International 
Airp ort had said the hijack ers were re­ 
q u esting “ u rgent p rep arations for an 
emergency land ing.” 


The informants in Beiru t said the 
p ilot of the command eered p lane had 
rad ioed that the craft had a d amaged 
d oor that p rev ented him from fly ing at 
a high altitu d e. 


'Hie bomb hu rled in Rome rip p ed two 
holes in the Pan American Boeing 707 
and set it afire. One gap ing hole was 
v isible in the roof of the forward cabin 
and another in the rear. 
Police sou rces said all 11 p assengers 
in first class were d ead . They said two 
of the terrorists may hav e been 
wou nd ed by p olice fire.

Palestinians ov er the command eered 
jetliner’s rad io. Lu fthansa officials in 
Frank fu rt said the crew inclu d ed a 
p ilot, cop ilot, two steward esses and a 
woman ram p agent. 


In Bonn, the West German Foreign 
Ministry set u p a “crisis staff” to 
watch d ev elop ments. 
An official said the terror began 
after the Arabs had walk ed throu gh a 
transit lou nge to the baggage control 
and were ask ed to op en their lu ggage 
for a rou tine secu rity check . 
They d id , and p u lled ou t su bmachine 
gu ns and hand grenad es. They then 
grabbed a secu rity officer and fiv e 
p olicemen, sp ray ed sev eral p late glass 
wind ows with their gu ns and walk ed 
toward the Lu fthansa p lane. 
Bu t before board ing, two terrorists 
ran u p to the p ark ed Pan American 


jetliner and threw at least one bomb at 
it. 
A Pan American sp ok esman said the 
jet had stop p ed ov er on its flight from 
New York to Beiru t and Teheran, Iran. 


The shooting p anick ed trav elers and 
airp ort emp loy es. Police ev acu ated all 
airp ort bu ild ings after the attack at 
abou t 1 p .m .—7 a.m . EST. 


The terrorists stru ck as three Arabs 
were being tried in Rome cou rts on 
charges of p lotting to strik e d own an 
Israeli airliner with rock et lau nchers. 
They were arrested d u ring a raid on an 
ap artm ent near the airp ort last Sep t. 5. 


That attack was to hav e coincid ed 
with the anniv ersary of the Palestinian 
m assacre of Israeli athletes at the 
Mu nich Oly mp ic gam es Sep t. 5. Fiv e 
Arabs were arrested , and two were 
released p end ing a later trial. 
There were rep orts that one of the

was an

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
energy chief say s his biggest job is 
p ersu ad ing the p u blic that the energy 
crisis is real. 
William E. Simon, head of the 
Fed eral Energy Office, said Su nd ay 
the crisis will continu e ev en if Arab 
nations resu m e oil ship m ents to the 
United States. 
“ We hav e been on a collision cou rse 
in energy req u irem ents and d emand s 
for m any y ears,” he said . “ In 19 70 
p rod u ction p eak ed ... bu t energy need s 
will d ou ble between 19 73 and 19 9 0.” 
In an interv iew on the CBS telev ision 
and rad io p rogram “Face the Nation,” 
Simon said the fed eral gov ernment 
mu st p ersu ad e the p u blic the crisis is 
not the creation of p oliticians and oil 
men. 
He p raised citizen coop eration in the 
shortage, bu t he said the p u blic still 
need s to end its wastefu l way s. 
In other energy -related d ev el­ 
op ments : 
—Presid ent Nix on signed into law 
Satu rd ay a bill that wou ld establish 
y ear-arou nd d ay light sav ing tim e 
beginning Jan. 6 . Nix on estim ated the 
ex tra hou r of d ay light in the ev ening 
wou ld sav e 150,000 barrels of oil this 
winter. 
—Sen. Philip A. H art, D-Mich,, said 
the gov ernm ent cou ld encou rage 
comp etition and ex p and cap acity by 
bu ild ing sev en p etroleu m refineries 
and selling them to the p u blic.

“ We hav e been informed that if the 
other p arties will attend (the con­ 
ference), that

He d escribed

A d riv er at a Frank lin, Ohio rest 
area said sev eral hu nd red hau lers 
wou ld rem ain shu td own ind efinitely in 
the sou thwestern Ohio lot u ntil sp eed 
limits were raised and the p rice of 
d iesel fu el red u ced . 
Meanwhile, most d riv ers who were 
id le for the p ast fou r d ay s su p p orting 
the shu td own were rep orted to hav e 
left tru ck stop s by the sched u led end of 
the p rotests at mid night Su nd ay . 
Bu t a su rv ey of Ohio Highway Patrol 
p osts arou nd the state showed tru ck 
traffic was “normal to light” for a 
Su nd ay night and not mu ch of an in­ 
crease ov er the p ast fou r d ay s. 
Tru ck ers at the Ju nction Tru ck Stop 


in Strasbu rg, Ohio in Tu scaraw as 
Cou nty ju st off Interstate 77 continu ed 
to flag d own mov ing tru ck s, the p atrol 
said .

Philad elp hia p ost said , “ It look s lik e 
it’s starting all ov er again.” There was 
no v iolence rep orted . 
At Coal Grov e along Ohio’s major 
sou thern bord er rou te, a p atrol official 
said d riv ers were “still p u lling them 
ov er.” A gu ard at the Plaza 52 tru ck 
stop in Lawrence Cou nty said rigs 
were still “p ark ed ” there. 
Tru ck er Carl Bray at the Frank lin 
tru ck stop said d riv ers wou ld stay 
ind efinitely u ntil their p rotest cries are 
answered . 
Bray said a meeting was set for 
Tu esd ay night for tru ck ers, and in­ 
v ited p u blic officials, the gov ernor and 
tru ck ing firm officials. 
As late as Su nd ay night, Bray said , 


“We’v e got this thing u nd er control. 
There isn’t a thing ru nning between 
here and Washington, D.C.” 
A rou nd Ohio, highw ay officials 
rep orted late Su nd ay normal to light 
tru ck traffic in the Toled o area; 
Mansfield along 1-71 was norm al; in 
sou thwestern Ohio, 1-75 and 1-71 were 
rep orted v ery light; the Ohio Tu rn­ 
p ik e, norm al, arid 1-70 near Cambrid ge 
“starting to p ick u p .” 
Most p rotest lead ers at Ohio’s focal 
p oint of the shu td own, the Shenand oah 
tru ck stop near* Cambrid ge, d rov e 
away from the area by late Su nd ay . 
“ It’s ju st abou t lost all its steam ,” 
said Mik e Sau nd ers, one of the lead ers 
who sp ent the p ast 10 d ay s at the stop . 
“ We thou ght all the comp any d riv ers 
wou ld stick with the ind ep end ents on 
this, bu t they d id n’t. 
“ It was a shame. We cou ld ’v e d one 
so m u ch,” he said . 


Sau nd ers p romised a longer shu t­ 
d own in mid -Janu ary if the fed eral 
gov ernment 
d oesn’t 
relax 
cu rrent 
energy -related restrictions. 
One major tru ck stop in 
West 
Virginia remained shu t d own tod ay as 
m av erick tru ck ers continu ed a boy cott 
of the op en road in p rotest to rising fu el 
oil p rices and red u ced sp eed limits. 


The three-d ay nationwid e p rotest 
end ed Satu rd ay at most other locations 
and the m ajority of the tru ck stop s on 
Inte rsta te highw ay s throu gh the 
Mou ntain State rep orted they were 
d oing bu siness as u su al tod ay . 
Bu t the Charleston West tru ck stop 
along 1-64 at Winfield was shu t d own 
again Su nd ay afternoon when tractor- 
trailer rigs block ed fu el p u mp s. 
Emp loy es at the tru ck stop said 
there were an estim ated 200 tru ck s 
p ark ed arou nd the d iesel p u mp s this 


morning. 'The d riv ers were stand ing 
arou nd q u ietly , talk ing and d rink ing 
coffee. 
The d riv ers rep orted ly told em­ 
p loy ees of the tru ck stop they wou ld 
stay there u ntil Tu esd ay . 


No reason was giv en why the boy cott 
was renewed Su nd ay . 
At the Wind mill Tru ck Stop on 1-70 at 
Wheeling, a Brid gep ort, Ohio, tru ck er 
said fellow d riv ers had d ecid ed to go 
back to work Mond ay and giv e officials 
in Washington a month to tak e some 
p ositiv e action on the tru c k e rs’ 
req u ests. 
Ed Venesk y , an eight-y ear v eteran 
of tru ck ing, 
said 
more 
than 
100 
tru ck ers he had talk ed to along 1-70 
were willing to wait u ntil Jan. 15 for 
some action. He said if nothing hap ­ 
p ened by then “ we’ll be back ou t and 
we’ll go for brok e.” 


Israel also is concerned abou t the 
fate of an estim ated 120 Israelis 
cap tu red by Sy ria d u ring the October 
war.

Congress Opens 
W eek W ith Aim 
O f Ajournment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress is 
entering a clean-up, get-away week, 
hoping to clear a heavy work calendar 
and recess until Jan. 21. 
One of the first items on the Senate’s 
agenda is to confirm one of its own 
members, Ohio Republican William B. 
Saxbe, as attorney general. 
President Nixon nominated Saxbe 
for the Cabinet post after Elliot L. 
Richardson resigned rather than carry 
out an order to fire Archibald Cox as 
special Watergate prosecutor. 
The Senate also was starting off the 
week with action on a $5.8 billion 
foreign aid appropriation bill passed 
by the House. 
The measure includes $2.2 billion 
requested by Nixon to help Israel 
replace weapons lost in its October 
war with Egypt and Syria. 
The legislative gamut for Congress 
in its adjournment drive also ranges 
from defense funds to emergency fuel 
conservation and home rule for the 
District of Columbia. 
And still in dispute between the two 
branches of Congress are different 
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versions of legislation providing a two- 
stage, ll per cent boost in Social 
Security benefits. 
Another trouble spot is an energy bill 
that would confer sweeping authority 
on the President to ration gasoline and 
take other steps to conserve scarce 
fuels. 


The House added to differences with 
the Senate over the em ergency 
measure by writing in an amendment 
to ban allocation of fuel for busing 
children past neighborhood schools. 
The Senate previously had rejected 
an anti-busing am endm ent, and 
Majority leader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., said that ironing out of this con­ 
troversy may delay adjournment. 
Senate-House conferees also will 
have to reach accord on a defense 
appropriation bill, the biggest of all 
money measures. It totaled $73.3 
billion as it passed the Senate, $836 
million less than the House voted. 
The emergency fuel allocation bill is 
just one of several measures growing 
out of the energy crisis awaiting final 
action before adjournment. Another 
would set up a centralized agency to 
deal with the problem, while another 
would lower highway speed limits. 
The Senate will vote Tuesday for a 
third time on cutting off debate on a 
measure to restore a U.S. embargo on 
Rhodesian chrome imports in accord 
with United Nations sanctions voted in 
1968. 
Two attem pts to halt the debate and 
force the bill to a vote fell four and two 
votes short of the required two-thirds 
majority.

Arab Terrorists Slay 21, 
Skyjack Jet From Rome 


ATHENS, 
Greece 
(AP) 
— 
Palestinian guerrillas bombed an 
American plane in Rome’s airport 
today, killing at least 21 persons, police 
said. The terrorists escaped to Athens 
in a hijacked German jet with an un­ 
determined number of hostages. 
Greek police said the hijacked 
aircraft landed at the main Athens 
airport and the guerrillas negotiated 
with Greek authorities for release of 
two Palestinians held by the military- 
backed Greek government. 
The hijackers threatened to blow up 
the Lufthansa Boeing 737 with all the 
hostages if the two were not released, 
an airline spokesman reported. 
The spokesm an said the Arab 
guerrillas informed the control tower 
that 
one 
of 
those 
aboard 
was 
“seriously injured and may die.” 
Police said all ll passengers in the 
first-class section of a loading Pan 
American World Airways jetliner were 
killed when two of the terrorists ran up 
two boarding ramps and threw in­ 
cendiary bombs inside. 


The two returned and joined their 
companions aboard a Lufthansa 
Boeing 737 with a German crew of five. 
The plane appeared headed for 
Beirut before it landed in Athens and 
sources at the Beirut International 
Airport had said the hijackers were re­ 
questing “urgent preparations for an 
emergency landing.” 


The informants in Beirut said the 
pilot of the commandeered plane had 
radioed that the craft had a damaged 
door that prevented him from flying at 
a high altitude. 
The bomb hurled in Rome ripped two 
holes in the Pan American Boeing 707 
and set it afire. One gaping hole was 
visible in the roof of the forward cabin 
and another in the rear. 
Police sources said all ll passengers 
in first class were dead. They said two 
of the terrorists may have been 
wounded by police fire. 
Police at the San Camillo Hospital 
said 
IO persons, 
including two 
A m ericans, were brought in for 


treatment from the airport. Dozens of 
ambulances and fire trucks went to 
and from the airport 


Police said there were four hijackers 
who 
described 
them selves 
as 
Palestinians over the commandeered 
jetliner’s radio. Lufthansa officials in 
Frankfurt said the crew included a 
pilot, copilot, two stewardesses and a 
woman ramp agent. 


In Bonn, the West German Foreign 
Ministry set up a “crisis staff” to 
watch developments. 
An official said the terror began 
after the Arabs had walked through a 
transit lounge to the baggage control 
and were asked to open their luggage 
for a routine security check. 
They did, and pulled out submachine 
guns and hand grenades. They then 
grabbed a security officer and five 
policemen, sprayed several plate glass 
windows with their guns and walked 
toward the Lufthansa plane. 
But before boarding, two terrorists 
ran up to the parked Pan American 


jetliner and threw at least one bomb at 
it. 
A Pan American spokesman said the 
jet had stopped over on its flight from 
New York to Beirut and Teheran, Iran. 


The shooting panicked travelers and 
airport employes. Police evacuated all 
airport buildings after the attack at 
about I p.m.—7 a m. EST. 


The terrorists struck as three Arabs 
were being tried in Rome courts on 
charges of plotting to strike down an 
Israeli airliner with rocket launchers. 
They were arrested during a raid on an 
apartment near the airport last Sept. 5. 


That attack was to have coincided 
with the anniversary of the Palestinian 
massacre of Israeli athletes at the 
Munich Olympic games Sept. 5. Five 
Arabs were arrested, and two were 
released pending a later trial. 
There were reports that one of the 
three on trial was an important 
member of the Palestinian guerrilla 
movement.

Some Trucks Roll Again After Shutdown

Truckers were still “parked-in” at 
least three Ohio truck stops early this 
morning as rigs began to dot the 
state’s m ajor highways. 
A driver at a Franklin, Ohio rest 
area said several hundred haulers 
would remain shutdown indefinitely in 
the southwestern Ohio lot until speed 
limits were raised and the price of 
diesel fuel reduced. 
Meanwhile, most drivers who were 
idle for the past four days supporting 
the shutdown were reported to have 
left truck stops by the scheduled end of 
the protests at midnight Sunday. 
But a survey of Ohio Highway Patrol 
posts around the state showed truck 
traffic was “normal to light” for a 
Sunday night and not much of an in­ 
crease over the past four days. 
Truckers at the Junction Truck Stop 


in Strasburg, Ohio in Tuscarawas 
County just off Interstate 77 continued 
to flag down moving trucks, the patrol 
said.

Philadelphia post said, “ It looks like 
it s starting all over again.” There was 
no violence reported. 
At Coal Grove along Ohio’s major 
southern border route, a patrol official 
said drivers were “still pulling them 
over.” A guard at the Plaza 52 truck 
stop in law rence County said rigs 
were still “parked” there. 
Trucker Carl Bray at the Franklin 
truck stop said drivers would stay 
indefinitely until their protest cries are 
answered. 
Bray said a meeting was set for 
Tuesday night for truckers, and in­ 
vited public officials, the governor and 
trucking firm officials. 
As late as Sunday night, Bray said, 


“We’ve got this thing under control. 
There isn’t a thing running between 
here and Washington, ILC.” 
Around Ohio, highway officials 
reported late Sunday normal to light 
truck traffic in the Toledo area; 
Mansfield along 1-71 was normal; in 
southwestern Ohio, 1-75 and I-7l were 
reported very light; the Ohio Turn­ 
pike, normal, and 1-70 near Cambridge 
“starting to pick up.” 
Most protest leaders at Ohio’s focal 
point of the shutdown, the Shenandoah 
truck stop near- Cambridge, drove 
away from the area by late Sunday. 
“It’s just about lost all its steam ,” 
said Mike Saunders, one of the leaders 
who spent the past IO days at the stop. 
“We thought all the company drivers 
would stick with the independents on 
this, but they didn’t. 
“It was a shame. We could’ve done 
so much,” he said. 


Saunders promised a longer shut­ 
down in mid-January if the federal 
government doesn’t relax current 
energy-related restrictions. 
One major truck stop in 
West 
Virginia remained shut down today as 
maverick truckers continued a boycott 
of the open road in protest to rising fuel 
oil prices arid reduced speed limits. 
The three-day nationwide protest 
ended Saturday at most other locations 
and the majority of the truck stops on 
Interstate highways through the 
Mountain State reported they were 
doing business as usual today. 
But the Charleston West truck stop 
along 1-64 at Winfield was shut down 
again Sunday afternoon when tractor* 
trailer rigs blocked fuel pumps. 
Employes at the truck stop said 
there were an estimated 2(X) trucks 
parked around the diesel pumps this 


morning. The drivers were standing 
around quietly, talking and drinking 
coffee. 
The drivers reportedly told em­ 
ployees of the truck stop they would 
stay there until Tuesday. 


No reason was given why the boycott 
was renewed Sunday. 
At the Windmill Truck Stop on 1-70 at 
Wheeling, a Bridgeport, Ohio, trucker 
said fellow drivers had decided to go 
back to work Monday and give officials 
in Washington a month to take some 
positive action on the tru ck ers’ 
requests. 
Ed Venesky, an eight-year veteran 
of trucking, said more than 
IOO 
truckers he had talked to along 1-70 
were willing to wait until Jan. 15 for 
some action. He said if nothing hap­ 
pened by then “ we’ll be back out and 
we’ll go for broke.”

NEW YORK -Get out that old time 
clock once more and turn it back to 
December 17, 1903. Adjust the gizzmo, 
get the sound right, and there’s your 
picture - all they way from Kitty 
Hawk. N C 
Orville wrote something about it in 
his diary, actually: 
“ . . . On slipping the rope, the 
machine started off increasing in 
speed to probably 7 or 8 miles. The 
machine lifted from the truck just as it 
was entering on the fourth rail. Mr. 
(John T.) Daniels took a picture just as 
it left the tracks. 
“ I found the control of the front 
rudder quite difficult on account of its 
l>eing balanced too near the center and 
thus had a tendency to turn itself when 
started so that the rudder was turned 
too far on one side and then too far on 
the other. As a result, the machine 
would rise suddenly to about 10 ft. and 
then as suddenly, on turning the 
rudder, dart for the ground. 
“ A sudden dart when about 100 feet 
from the end of the tracks ended the 
flight. Time about 12 seconds (not 
known exactly as watch was not 
promptly stopped). The lever for 
throwing off the engine was broken, 
and the skid under the rudder cracked. 
“ After repairs, at 20 min. after 11 
o’clock Will made the second trial. The 
course was about like mine, up and 
down but a little longer over the 
ground, though about the same in time. 
Dist. not measured but about 175 ft. 
“ With the aid of the station men 
.present, we picked the machine up and 
carried it back to the starting ways. At 
about 20 minutes till 12 o’clock I made 
the third trial. When out about the 
same distance as W ill’s, I met with a 
strong gust from the left which raised 
the left wing and sidled the machine off 
to the right in a lively manner. 
. . . At just 12 o’clock Will started on 
the fourth and last trip. The machine 
started off with its ups and downs as it 
had before, but by the time he had gone 
over three or four hundred feet he had 
it under much better control, and was 
traveling at fairly even course. It 
proceeded in 
this manner till 
it 
reached a small hummock out about 
800 feet from the starting ways, when it 
began its pitching again and suddenly 
darted to the ground. 
“ , . .We set the machine down a few 
feet west of the building, and while 
standing about discussing the last 
flight, a sudden gust of wind struck the 
machine and started to turn it over. All 
rushed to stop it. Will, who was near 
one end ran to the front, but too late to 
do any good. Mr. Daniels and myself 
seized spars at the rear, but to no 
purpose. The machine gradually

turned over on us. Mr. Daniels, having 
had no experience in handling a 
machine of this kind, hung on to it from 
the inside and as a result was knocked 
down and turned over and over with it 
as it went.” 
It was a day that changed the history 
of the world, but none of the en­ 
thrallment was particularly visible in 
the Western Union telegram which 
Orville Wright sent to his father, 
Bishop Milton Wright, in Dayton, Ohio, 
it read: 
“ Success Four flights Thursday 
morning all against twenty-one mile 
wind Started from level with engine 
power alone Average speed through 
air thirty-one miles I/ingest 57 seconds 
Inform press Home Christmas.” 
I^ ap dissolve, as we used to say when 
Hollywood made movies: 
The airplane was to grow up to a 
point where it would carry millions 
and millions of passengers and 
mountains of freight each year; bomb 
and flatten many of the great capitals 
of the world; end the greatest war in 
history by dropping just two bombs on 


two towns the Wright brothers never 
heard of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki; 
put a serious crimp in transoceanic 
ship travel; bring U.S. railroads to the 
point of bankruptcy (including the 
railroad in which Orville cagily in­ 
vested most of the fortune he earned 
from aviation), and fill the skies with 
private planes. 
Orville and Wilbur Wright were 
content to lie on the wing of their plane 
that momentous day when man first 
flew a heavier-than-air machine at 
Kitty Hawk. Today’s travelers tend to 


gripe if a souffle springs a leak, or the 
wine isn’t just right, on a flight to the 
other side of the world at 38,000 feet 
and nearly 600 miles an hour.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have been put on an anti-gout diet 
because my blood showed high uric 
acid. 
Is it possible to have gout without 
any symptoms? 
Mr. F.G.,Tex. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
As more and more information 
accumulates about gout it becomes 
apparent 
that 
this 
disease 
of 
metabolism which is far more complex 
than previously suspected. 
At one time, the public always 
conceived the person with gout as an 
overweight, over-indulged tycoon 
sitting with his foot elevated and his 
big toe swathed in bandages. 
This portrait is false. As a matter of 
fact, a gouty disorder has many facets 
and occurs in people of all social and 
economic levels. 
Gout 
is 
a 
disturbance 
of 
the 
manufacture, accumulation and the 
secretion of uric acid in the body. A 
gouty tendency may exist in a great 
many people without any gross 
evidence of disease. It may be com­ 
pletely symptomless until an acute 
episode occurs. 
During a routine blood study the uric 
acid level may be high. When this is 
found, even in the absence of any 
symptoms, treatment can be started to 
abort the onset of painful joints in the 
body. 
Many cases of early gout can be 


controlled by diet alone. Certain foods, 
including kidney, liver, sweetbreads, 
anchovies, sardines, and gravy ex­ 
tracts should be avoided. These foods 
are high in purine from which uric acid 
is produced. 


I get unbearable pain when I come 
down in an airplane. Can the cause for 
this be traced? 
Mr. H.N., Calif. 


Dear Mr. N.: 
The Eustachian tube, which runs 
from the back of the nose to the middle 
ear, normally is a clear passageway 
for the free flow of air. Air that enters 
into the 
outer ear balances the 
pressure on both sides of the eardrum. 
When air pressure changes are in­ 
creased, as during a flight, this 
balance is changed and pain may 
result. 
People who have had previous in­ 
fections of the eardrums are more 
susceptible because scar tissue may 
interfere with the elasticity of the ear 
drum. 


Infections of the nose, sinusitis, 
pharyngitis, 
allergies, 
and, 
in 
children, large adenoids, may obstruct 
the opening to the Eustachian tube and 
cause pain during a flight. 
Careful examination can usually 
pinpoint the reason for the problem 
you describe.

I have been put on an anti-gout diet 
because my blood showed high uric 
acid. 
Is it possible to have gout without 
any symptoms? 
Mr. F. G., Tex. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
As more and more information 
accumulates about gout it becomes 
apparent 
that 
this 
disease 
of 
metabolism which is far more complex 
than previously suspected. 
At one time, the public always 
conceived the person with gout as an 
overw eight, over-indulged tycoon 
sitting with his foot elevated and his 
big toe swathed in bandages. 
This portrait is false. As a m atter of 
fact, a gouty disorder has many facets 
and occurs in people of all social and 
economic levels. 
Gout 
is 
a 
disturbance 
of 
the 
manufacture, accumulation and the 
secretion of uric acid in the body. A 
gouty tendency may exist in a great 
m any people without any gross 
evidence of disease. It may be com­ 
pletely symptomless until an acute 
episode occurs. 
During a routine blood study the uric 
acid level may be high. When this is 
found, even in the absence of any 
symptoms, treatment can be started to 
abort the onset of painful joints in the 
body. 
Many cases of early gout can be 


controlled by diet alone. Certain foods, 
including kidney, liver, sweetbreads, 
anchovies, sardines, and gravy ex­ 
tracts should be avoided. These foods 
are high in purine from which uric acid 
is produced. 


I get unbearable pain when I come 
down in an airplane. Can the cause for 
this be traced? 
Mr. H.N., Calif. 


Dear Mr. N.: 
The Eustachian tube, which runs 
from the back of the nose to the middle 
ear, normally is a clear passageway 
for the free flow of air. Air that enters 
into the outer ear balances the 
pressure on both sides of the eardrum. 
When air pressure changes are in­ 
creased, as during a flight, this 
balance is changed and pain may 
result. 
People who have had previous in­ 
fections of the eardrums are more 
susceptible because scar tissue may 
interfere with the elasticity of the ear 
drum. 


Infections of the nose, sinusitis, 
pharyngitis, 
allergies, 
and, 
in 
children, large adenoids, may obstruct 
the opening to the Eustachian tube and 
cause pain during a flight. 
Careful examination can usually 
pinpoint the reason for the problem 
you describe.

They had sought to sue on behalf of 
some 200 other lakefront landowners in 
addition to themselves. 
Writing for the majority, Justice 
Byron R. White said the suit could not 
be considered a class action because 
the other landowners had not satisfied 
the $10,000 damage requirement. 
Justices William J. Brennan Jr., 
William O. Douglas and Thurgood 
Marshall dissented, saying that the 
limitation “ is both unwarranted and 
unwise.” 
Tile attempt at a class action suit 
had been supported by the National 
Council of Senior Citizens and the 
Consumer 
Federation of America 
which said the case would have an 
impact on a wide range of citizens 
suits.

doctors, dentists and hospitals no 
longer is required on the form. 
In each case, however, records 
should be kept in case of an audit. 
The ban on the word “spouse” was 
ordered a year ago by former com­ 
missioner Johnnie M. Walters, who did 
it in a move to try to simplify terms in 
the instruction book. 
Instead of the “spouse,” the 1972 
instruction book referred to “husband- 
wife” or “he and she.” 
“We don’t think it’s fair to the 
American taxpayer to have him think 
that we are talking about a water 
fountain,” Walters said at the time. 
But “spouse” is back because it’s the 
easiest term to use, an IRS official now 
says, and “it gets away from that he or 
she business in writing instructions.” 
Also gone from the new instruction 
book is a short glossary of tax terms 
introduced a year ago. Some exam­ 
ples: “ Widow —■ a woman whose hus­ 
band has died. Widower — a man 
whose wife has died.” 
Here are some of the other changes: 
—A separate schedule for reporting 
details of dividends and interest in­ 
come has been eliminated. Instead, the 
taxpayer must report the total of the 
payments, keeping records in case of 
an audit, on form 1040. 
—No longer will taxpayers who earn 
more than $200 each in interest or 
dividends be barred from using the 
short form, known as form 1040A. 
—Taxpayers may designate $1 of 
their taxes for financing the 1976 
presidential election. And, if they 
didn’t check off the amount last year, 
they may do so this year. 
In case a taxpayer needs help, the 
HLS has set up for the first time this 
year a nationwide system of toll-free 
telephone numbers that taxpayers 
may call for assistance. The numbers 
are listed in the instruction books.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - State 
Auditor Joseph Ferguson told a 
testimonial dinner in his honor Friday 
night that he will retire when he 
finishes his current term. 
But the announcement came hard 
for the 81-year-old veteran of 50 years 
in public service. 


“ As far as I know now,’’ he said, 
“ I’m going to retire.” 
The official announcement is to be 
made Monday, paving the way for his 
son, Thomas L. Ferguson, 45, now 
chief deputy in Ferguson’s office, to 
seek the Democratic nomination. 
More than 1,000 persons attended the 
testimonial at the state fairgrounds. 
Tickets sold for $25 and $100 or $1,000 a 
table. 
Reciepts are expected to finance the 
campaign of Ferguson’s son, who was 
an unsuccessful candidate for treasure 
in 1962 and for auditor in 1966. 
The elder Ferguson said he expected 
to devote his retirement years to 
“ helping the Democratic ticket.” He 
predicted either Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, D-Minn., or Gov. John Gilligan 
would be the Democratic nominee for 
President in 1976. 
Ferguson is a long-time friend of the 
former vice president, who was, 
scheduled to be the principal speaker 
at the dinner but could not be because 
of Senate action. 
Humphrey, however, taped a tribute 
to Ferguson played back during the 
evening. 
“ He’s the very symbol of integrity at 
the time this nation cries out for 
decency in government,” Humphrey 
said. 
State Democratic leaders including 
Gilligan also made remarks. The 
tribute began at 7:30 and ended around 
10:40. 
Ferguson has served five terms as 
auditor and one term 
has state 
treasurer. He also served many years 
as a state employe, beginning as a 
state Industrial Commission employe 
in 1914. 
“ I’ve had a long career I enjoyed,” 
he said. “ I ’ve always tried to do the 
best I can.”

Best Ever 


WASHINGTON (A P) - One of the 
government’s 
top 
agricultural 
analysts said today that 1974 net farm 
income might vary as much as $3 bil­ 
lion simply because of the weather but 
that profits still will be second largest 
on record. 
C. Kyle Randall, chairman of the 
Outlook and Situation hoard in the 
Agriculture Department, said a recent 
estimate of 1974 net farm income was 
representative of “ more than just ex­ 
cessive bureaucratic caution.” 
The department earlier this month 
predicted farmers next year would net 
between $20 billion and $23 billion, 
second only to an estimated record 
income in 1973 of more than $25 billion. 
Randall’s comments were in a 
speech prepared for the USDA’s an­ 
nual National Agricultural Outlook 
Conference which 
runs through 
Wednesday. 
“ If growing and harvesting con­ 
ditions are adverse, 1974 crop output 
would be reduced and farm prices 
would likely exceed 1973 levels,” 
Randall said. 
“ In the face of strong demand, net 
farm income would fall only about $2 
billion. Conversely, good growing 
conditions and larger crops would 
place pressure on prices and fa nu 
income could drop about $5 billion in 
1974,” he said. 
Randall said he also made the 
projections on an assumption that 
farmers will have enough fuel, fer­ 
tilizer and other input materials to 
increase production next year. 
Given enough of those ingredients, 
farmers could produce record crops of 
wheat and livestock feed grains next 
year, Randall said.

ROME (AP) — The mother of J. 
Paul (Jetty III says her son was kept 
blindfolded during most of his five- 
inonth captivity and never saw the 
faces of any his kidnapers. 
Young Getty’s mother, the former 
actress Gail Harris, spent all day 
Sunday with her son in the Rome clinic 
to which he was taken after he turned 
up early Saturday in southern Italy. 
Police sources said the 17-year-old 
grandson of oil billionaire J. Paul 
Getty was under sedation at the clinic 
and was unable to give a coherent ac­ 
count of his long ordeal. 
But two Rome newspapers said he 
told his mother he was conscious when 
his kidnapers were cutting of his right 
ear, which a Rome newspaper re­ 
ceived on Nov. IO as proof that the boy 
was being held. 
“They hit me on the head to knock 
me out, but I felt everything,” (Jetty 
reportedly said. “ It was terrible. But I 
will not get a plastic ear made. I don’t 
want to forget this moment of my life.” 
(Jetty told police he was kidnaped in 
the Piazza Farnese, a hangout for 
hippies and drug dealers in the heart of 
Rome, during the night of July IO. 
His family reportedly paid a ransom 
of $2.7 million for his release. A police 
patrol found him at a gasoline .station 
near Uigonegro, 125 miles south of 
Naples, early Saturday. 
“ Every time we .started talking of 
the kidnaping he would burst into 
tears,” said a police spokesman.

In both surveys a majority of 
Americans said they opposed im­ 
peaching Nixon. And both polls also 
showed the majority of the public 
disapproving of the way Nixon is 
handling the presidency. 
The latest survey came after Nixon 
began his “Operation Candor,” in 
which he made a number of public 
appearances across the country, but 
before he made public his income tax 
returns Dec. 9. 
Thirty seven per cent favored 
Nixon’s removal in early November. 
The percentage had risen steadily 
since a June 22-25 poll, when 19 per 
cent said Nixon should be removed. 
The latest poll also showed that five 
per cent of those interviewed had 
taken some action urging Nixon’s 
impeachment, such 
as signing a 
petition or writing a letter to a 
congressman or the news media. 
The 1,550 adults questioned in the 
latest survey were asked: “Do you 
think President Nixon should be im­ 
peached and compelled to leave the 
presidency, or not?” 
Thirty-five per cent replied yes, 54 
per cent said no and ll per cent ex­ 
pressed no opinion. The percentages in 
the Nov. 2-5 survey were 37 yes, 54 no 
and nine no opinion. 
Among Republicans, the number 
who favored impeachment rose from 
six per cent in June to 12 per cent in the 
latest survey. Among Democrats, it 
went from 27 to 50 per cent, and among 
independents, from 18 to 36 per cent.

It. in tu rn, is left be­ 
hind with other inert materials in coal 
and forms ash. 
Bu ttermore say s the process has 
been su ccessfu l on a laboratory scale 
and he hopes to be able to apply it to 
commerical operations, su ch as coal- 
fired electrical generating plants.

N EW YORK (A P) - Ex­ 
cluding the efforts of disc 
jockeys and politicians, radio 
humor these days is as rare 
as an open gas station on 
Sunday.

“ Greed,” said Michael 
O’Donoghue, 
editor 
of 
National I,ampoon magazine, 
a 
sharply 
satirical 
publication. 
O’Donoghue, who serves as 
creative director of NI/s 
radio proceedings and helps 
other 
staffers 
on 
the 
magazine write and perform 
the show, got serious for a 
moment. 
“ What started it for me was 
that I’d gotten a little tired of 
putting out a magazine for 
three years,” he said. “ I 
thought it’d be fun to do 
something different.” 
It turned out, he added, that 
this particular something 
caused a lot more work than 
envisioned, mainly because 
NL’s troupe spends a lot of 


waiting for studio space.

time dashing from studio to compiled from this season’s 
studio, recording in one, best shows. Why not 52 
adding sound effects in originals? It would caufle 
another and editing it all in battle fatigue, he explained,

“ We’re working 100-hour 
weeks,” he groaned. 
Fortunately, he said, lam ­ 
poon almost has finished 
building its own recording 
studio. When it’s completed, 
the troupe will be able to tape 
and edit the whole show there 
and greatly reduce their long
